O Some things that will be prohibited while driving: 
Talking on cellphone, texting or flossing your teeth 


Chatting on your cellphone or flossing 
your teeth while driving could cost you 
$172 under a new distracted driving law 
passed by the Alberta legislature. 

Transportation Minister Luke 
Ouellette called Bill 16 the “most 
comprehensive” legislation in Canada. 

It restricts the use of hand-held 
phones and activities such as texting, 
reading, writing and personal grooming. 

It does allow the use of hands-free 
phones. 

Radio communication devices such as 
CB radios are permitted for commercial 
purposes and search and rescue servic¬ 
es. 

Drivers may also use hand-held 
devices to contact emergency services 
such as calling 911. 

“This legislation is a bold approach 
and goes beyond restricting cellphones 
and deals with the broader issue of dis¬ 
tracted driving,” said Ouellette in a 
news release. 

“Our message is clear: Keep your 
hands on the wheel and your eyes on 
the road.”

The legislation was sponsored by Art 
Johnson, Tory member for Calgary-Hays. 

“As a former police officer, I have wit¬ 
nessed the terrible consequences of dis¬ 
tracted driving and I am glad we are 
taking action,” he said. 

There would be no demerit points is¬ 
sued along with the fine. But drivers can 
face additional charges if they commit 
other violations such as running a red 
light or making an improper lane 
change. 

The personal grooming regulation 
would apply to drivers who are doing 
things such as putting on makeup, curl¬ 
ing their hair, clipping their nails or 
shaving. 

It is expected the legislation will take 
effect by the middle of 2011.

When he 
was singled out for a body 
scan, Tyner refused, as he 
was entitled to do provided 
he instead submitted to a 
body pat-down by an agent. 

The security agent told 


Tyner that he would have to 
touch his groin area. 

“We can do that out 
here, but if you touch my 
junk I’m going to have you 
arrested,” Tyner is heard 
saying on the recording. 

Tyner offered to go 
through a metal detector, 


but eventually was escorted 
back to the ticketing area, 
where he got a refund. 

He documented his ex¬ 
perience on the Internet, 
where video of his airport 
encounter has been viewed 
hundreds of thousands of

Housing prices 
should ring 
alarm: Expert 

O U.S. economist says Canada’s land values and average 
income do not justify the inflated housing market 


One of the first economists 
to accurately predict Ameri¬ 
ca’s housing meltdown is 
warning Canadians they 
could face something simi¬ 
lar if steps are not taken to 
restrain the sector. 

Dean Baker of the Wash¬ 
ington-based Centre for 
Economic and Policy Re¬ 
search says he sees no rea¬ 
son why average home 
prices in Canada should be 
about 50 per cent higher 
than in the United States. 

Noting that average in¬ 
comes in Canada are lower 
than those in the U.S. and 
land values are not appre¬ 
ciably higher, the funda¬ 
mentals don’t justify the 
price premium, Baker said. 

“It looks to me like you 
have some real problems,” 
he said. “There’s a lot of

things that look ominous. 
Debt to income ratios in 
Canada are close to what 
they were in the U.S. at the 
peak of the bubble, so there 
could be some pretty seri¬ 
ous fallout.”

A new report says India 
could be 2 C warmer than 
1970s levels within 20 
years — a change that 
would disrupt rain cycles 
and wreak havoc on the 
country’s agriculture and 
freshwater supplies, 
experts said yesterday. 

More flooding, more 
drought and a spreading 
of malaria would occur, as 
the disease migrates 
northward into Kashmir 
and the Himalayas, 
according to the report by 
220 Indian scientists and 
120 research institutions. 

The temperature rise, 
which could be even more 
extreme along the coasts, 
would cause drastic 
changes in India’s rain cy¬ 



cles that threaten water 
supplies and agriculture 
— the key source of liveli¬ 
hood for most of India’s 
1.2 billion people. 

The report comes out 
just weeks before the Nov. 
29 start of the UN climate 
summit in Cancun, Mexi¬ 
co, where nations will try 
again to reach a global 
agreement to limit green¬ 
house gas emissions 


thought to contribute to 
global warming. India’s 
many ecosystems and 
proximity to the equator 
make it particularly sensi¬ 
tive to climate change, ex¬ 
perts say. The fact most of 
the country relies on 
freshwater sources, rather 
than desalinating sea wa¬ 
ter, amplifies the threat of 
global warming on socie¬ 
ty.

I had a chance to pick 
her brain about holiday 
trends and the collection 
for this year.

It started with figs on a 
plate stashed under a pool- 
side table. 

The caption under the 
photo in the home design 
catalogue urged readers to 
“enjoy the comfort and 
ease of indoor entertaining 
with outdoor sectionals, 
pillows and accessories.” 

But Molly Erdman saw 
something else - a chance 
to poke fun at something, 
well... lcinda ridiculous. 


The actor/comedian sat 
down at her computer last 
June and wrote her own 
caption. 

“Sweetheart,” it said,

any minute now! Did you 
put the plate of figs under 
the table?” 

And with that her blog 
Catalog Living was born. 
Erdman didn’t necessarily 
set out to create a daily 
parody of the sometimes

He laughed. 

Then she wrote more 
captions and her comedian 
friends thought those 
were funny, too.

entries multiplied, they 
started getting attention 
from Faceboolc fans and 
people in the design field. 

“I’ve gotten a lot of 
emails from catalogue 
photographers and art di¬ 
rectors,” she says.

“No one seems to take re¬ 
sponsibility for lining up 
30 apples on a table.”

I used to treat 
myself to Pita 
the Great’s 
fresh-baked 
pita and 
chicken 
shawarma 

when I worked nearby, but 
I rarely zip down 34th Av¬ 
enue these days. 

A1 Salam Pita had hung 
its sign in the Great’s 
place, but despite new 
management, the same 
warm Lebanese welcome 
greeted me. 

The menu was familiar: 
shawarma, kafta and ke¬ 
bobs — oh my. As was the 
basket of fresh-baked, 
puffed pita that accompa¬ 
nied my platter of beef kaf¬ 
ta skewers ($14.99). 

I mowed through the 
fresh, oily fattoush salad 
and sampled a bit of the 


dark yellow rice... oh, who 
am I kidding? I devoured 
the chunks of dark, spiced 
ground beef on slivers of 
wood — dipped in hum¬ 
mus or yogurt — like it 
was my last meal. 

I sipped a sweet straw- 
beriy-guava nectar ($2) af¬ 
ter the kebabs were gone, 
crunching ultra-pickles 
and bits of cucumber with 
delight. I was sorely tempt¬ 
ed by a small package of 
baklava but decided I had 
spoiled myself enough.

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Oilers drop 
fifth straight 

O Toews scores hat trick, Turco earns shutout for Blackhawks

Jonathan Toews had a hat 
trick as the Chicago Black- 
hawks blanked the Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers 5-0 last night. 

Patrick Sharp and Biyan 
Biclcell also scored for the 
Blackhawks (10-9-2), who 
won for the first time in 
three tries against Edmon¬ 
ton this season. 

Chicago goalie Marty 
Turco earned the shutout, 
having to only stop 18 
shots. 

The Oilers (4-10-3) have 
lost five games in a row and 
have only two wins in their 
last 15 outings, both against 
Chicago. Edmonton has 
been outscored 30-8 in its 
last five games. 



Chicago started the scor¬ 
ing with five and a half 
minutes to go in the first 
period. 

Brent Seabrook’s shot 
was stopped by Edmonton 


goalie Nikolai Khabibulin, 
but Toews was on the 
doorstep to dig the puck 
out of his equipment and 
into the net. 

Toews got his second of 
the night on the power play 
with 46 seconds left in the 
opening frame, as he 
banked a shot off the skate 
of Oiler defender Tom 
Gilbert to make it 2-0. 

The Hawks badly out- 
shot Edmonton 20-4 in the 
first period. 

Chicago kept coming to 
start the second as Patrick 
Kane picked up an errant 
pass from Jim Vandermeer 
and dished it to Toews, who 
wristed it home for the nat¬ 


ural hat trick just over a 
minute in. 

While shorthanded and 
with just over a minute left 
in the second Jake Dowell’s 
breakaway shot rang off the 
post only to see Kurtis Fos¬ 
ter cough it up seconds lat¬ 
er to Sharp who deiced 
Khabulin for his 11th of the 
season. 

Chicago finished the 
rout two minutes into the 
third as Biclcell unleashed a 
cannon past Edmonton 
goalie Devan Dubnylc, who 
replace Khabibulin to start 
the third. 

Chicago outshot Edmon¬ 
ton 47-18 in the contest.

Before being sent to

The 23-year-old forward 
and defenceman Ian 
White were shipped to 
the Hurricanes yesterday 
in exchange for defence- 
man Anton Babchuk and 


winger Tom Kostopoulos. 

Brett Sutter issued a 
public apology after his 
arrest. He is alleged to 
have punched a cab driver 
last week in a drunken al¬ 
tercation following the 
team’s rookie dinner. 

The move provides Cal¬ 
gary with a little bit of 
salary cap relief. Babchuk 
($1.4 million US) and 


Kostopoulos ($950,000) 
are earning less than 
White, who is on a one- 
year contract that pays 
him $2,999,995. 

In Carolina, Sutter will 
be joining another family 
member.

Tweeting 
Tiger is par 
for course 
as golfer 
rebuilds 


Tiger Woods in on Twitter, 
and that’s not all. 

Newsweek posted an op¬ 
ed piece by Woods 
yesterday titled, How I’ve 
Redefined Victoiy. He is 
scheduled to be a guest for 
two segments today on ES¬ 
PN Radio’s Mike & Mike in 
the Morning. 

As he approaches the 
one-year anniversary of a 
car accident that wrecked 
his image, these are some 
of the signs that Woods is 
entering a rebuilding stage. 

“It’s a positive step for 
him,” said Mark Steinberg, 
his agent at IMG. “He’s 
making the effort to do 
some things different.” 

Woods has had a Twitter 
account since June 2009 — 
his sign name, “Tiger 
Woods,” was secured about 
a year before that — but the 
only tweets were to 
announce his Twitter page, 
Faceboolc page and a 
redesign of his website. 

Then came a tweet at 
11:08 a.m. yesterday: 
“What’s up everyone. Final¬ 
ly decided to try out 
twitter!” 

Woods had just over 
90,000 followers until that 
tweet. Within three hours, 
he had added over 40,000 
more followers, adding 
them by the thousands 
each hour. A person 
confirmed that he was typ¬ 
ing the tweet himself, and 
Woods added this: “Yep, it’s 
me. I think I like this twit¬ 
ter thing. You guys are awe¬ 
some. Thanks for all the 
love.” 

“Tiger wants to do some 
things a little differently 
moving forward,” Steinberg 
said. “He wants to be a little 
more connected to the fans, 
and this is just one new ad¬ 
dition.” 

Woods is identified at 
the bottom of the 
Newsweek op-ed piece as 
“founder of the Tiger 
Woods Foundation, which 
has helped educate more 
than 10-million kids.” 

He writes about how 
much his life was out of bal¬ 
ance and his priorities were 
out of order a year ago, 
when he was caught in nu¬ 
merous extramarital affairs 
that cost him three major 
endorsements and eventu¬ 
ally led to his divorce from 
Elin Nordegren.
